Garfield Man to Harding. 


But all /the Qarneld votes outside 


the Cuyahbga delegation and a few 
that clung grimly to the undeveloped 
candidacy of the ex-secretary of the 
Interior, were cast for Harding. Wal- 
ter Brown, of Toledo, and Wade H. 
Bills, state chairman, were influential 
In lining up the other delegates for the 
Marlon man. 


The understanding that the presi- 


dent was not satisfied by the candi- 
dacy of Judge Brown did the rest. 


Immediately after this Lieut Gov. 


Francis W. Treadway was nominated 
by acclamation. 
Tha Ballots for Governor. 


The first ballot for governor 
re- 


sulted: 


Harding, 485. 
Brown, 413. 
Garfleld, 73. 
Longworth, 92. 
On the second ballot the vote for 


governor was: 


Harding, 497. 
Brown, 363. 
Longworth, 164. 
Scattering for Garfleld, etc. 
The third ballot became a mere con- 


fusion after Hamilton county had been 
called and Chairman Cox; of the dele- 
gation, cast the entire 91 votes for 
Harding. 


Mrs. 
Longworth Frowns. 


While the ninety-six 
Cuyahoga 


county (Cleveland) delegates stood and 
yelled for the nomination of Congress- 
man Longworth, Mrs. Longworth,, In 
the center of the gallery, frowned and 
shook her head at her husband on the 
platform. 
The Cincinnati statesman 


frowned, too, at the Cleveland dele- 
gation, but both lit up when, on the 
third ballot as Longworth was slowly, 
but surely moving up toward second 
place in the voting, the Hamilton coun- 
ty; ballot fell on this promising candi- 
dacy like a thousand of brick. 
The 


Longworths cheered with enthusiasm 
while the Harding avalanche wiped 
out Brown and all the rest. 


How the Ballot Stood. 


Finally the vote was Harding, 796; 


Brown, 196, and Longworth, 195. Jo- 
seph B. Foraker and numerous other 
recipients of surprise ballots, who had 
divided the scattering vote, was re- 
duced to f-ve votes between; them. The 
nomination of the Marion editor was 
'made unanimous. After the nomina- 
tion of Speakar Granvllle W. Mooney 
for secretary of state, the nominee for 
governor spoke. 


He declared his allegiance to the 


president, announced his determina- 
tion to "give an honest adrnlnis^ra- 
tlon. If elected," and announced that 
his further remarks would be mad* In 
the campaign.

Indianapolis, July 27.—There will be 


no adjustment out of court of cases 
brought by the railroad commission 
against various railroads of Indiana In 
local courts through prosecuting at- 
torneys for violations of the safety de- 
vice act If the commission Is able to 
control things. 


This has been made clear to a num- 


ber of prosecutors who have written to 
the commission asking if that body 
would object to the suits being lndelinT 
Itely continued In the event the defend- 
ant railroad companies were to agree 
to remedy all safety appliance defects. 


The commission says that the rail- 


road companies have sued the state 
through the commission In probably as 
many as fifty cases putting 'tho state 
to a great deal of expense. 
. "We propose." says the commission, 
"to collect enough penalties from the 
railroad companies to offset this ex- 
pense. We, therefore, concur with the 
attorney general In his request and di- 
rection to you to proceed to enforce the 
penalties In these cases."

Platform Committee Reports. 


The committee 
on resolutions re- 


ported at the -close of Mr. Patrick's 
speech and tho majority report was 
read.

tration of Governor Shallenberger and 
favored the

cities and cities of the first class, the 
right to make their own charters. 


It was declared 
that 
there was 


unanimity ot opinion on every phase 
save one. 


A protest against the indorsement 


of Governor Shallcnbcrger as Illegal 
was disregarded. 


The plank In dispute then was read 


by the chairman. It was: 


We heartily approve of the day- 


light saloon law, and we commend 
the courageous action of Go\-ernor 
Shallenberger In approving It. 
A vote upon the plank 
then 
was 


taken, and it was adopted by a voto of 
710 to 163. 
It was then announced that two mi- 


nority reports would be submitted, one 
by W. J. Bryan and the other by H. B 
Fleharty. The reports were startling 
In their brevity: 


That of Mr. Bryan read: 


We favor county option as the 


best method of dealing with the 
liquor question. 
That of Mr. Fleharty was equally 


brief. It was: 


We favor local option as now 


provided for by law, but are op- 
posed to county optiqn. 


' Hear Bryan in Silence. 


Mr. Bryan, speaking from the plat- 


form In behalf of the minority plank 
presented by him, was 
greeted 
by 


shouts of applause and was listened 
to in silence. He said In part: 


"If I have advocated that which Is 


not good for the state, let me feel your 
wrath. If you find I have done any- 
thing that is not for the good of the 
Democratic party, I do not ask your 
mercy. 


"Who. less than I, could desire to 


disrupt the democratic party? 
Am I 


not aware what a repudiation .at your 
hands will mean to me? 


"It has been said that I am making 


this fight because I am not a candi 
date. Nothing eoulcl be more untrue.' 


Mr. Bryan here referred to the po 


litical battles he had waged, and de 
dared he had been fearless when his 
own future seemed at stake. 


Continuing he said: 
"I have been 


called a dictator for expressing mj 
opinion. 
Your candidates here toda> 


have expressed their sentiments. B; 
what law am I compelled to remain 
silent, when I feel that the good name 
of my state is at stake?

•state convention assembled, commend 
n highest terms the splendid admlnis- 
ratlon of William Howard Taft, are 
proud of the results he has 'already 
achieved in his seventeen months in 
office, and pledge him our hearty and 
united support in his further efforts 
as chief executive of the nation. We 
renew our pledge of loyal support given 
him in 190S and endorse him for re- 
nomination in 1912. 
Achievement of Taft Administration. 
"Among the many accomplishments 


of 
President 
Taft's 
administration 


worthy of special praise are prosecu- 
lon and conviction of those Implicated 
n the sugar frauds against the gov- 
ernment and other violators of federal 
statutes: prompt and successful Inter- 
vention to prevent arbitrary Increases

in the settlement of international dis- 
putes; the systematic, comprehensive 
and business-like improvement of our 
rivers, harbors and waterways, and 
such amendment of the anti-trust law 
as final judicial interpretation proves 
to be necessary for the proper regula- 
tion of monopolies. 


In Behalf of Labor. 
. 
i 


"We commend the action of con- 


gress In the creation of a commission 
to Investigate the question of employ- 
ers' 
liability laws and 
workmen's 


compensation acts, and to make rec- 
ommendations to the president and to 
the congress. 
We believe that In- 


dustrial accidents to workmen should 
be treated as inevitable Incidents to 
Industrial operations and the compen- 
sation therefore as a a part of the cost 
of production. 
The experience of oth- 


er countries 
demonstrates that this 


principle can be applied to our in- 
dustrial conditions without increasing 
the burdens of Industry. 


Conservation Plank. 


"We endorse the principle of con- 


servation of our natural resources and 
cordially endorse the action of the 
present congress in enacting, and of 
President Taft in approving, legisla- 
tion along this line. We refer partic- 
ularly, first, to the act 
of congress 


conferring upon the president express 
power to withdraw public lands .from 
entry and settlement whenever the 
public welfare demands: and. second, 
to the act separating the surface from 
the coal and authorizing agricultural 
homestead entries on lands heretofore 
withdrawn from entry or settlement 
under coal land classification, tinder 
this act millions of acres of the public 
domain can be entered by homestead- 
ers and limited patent to the surface 
granted, reserving the title to the coal 
In the federal government for future 
disposition In accordance with law. 


"We demand the enforcement of ex- 


isting laws and the enactment of new 
laws for the protection, wise use and 
conservntlon of the natural resources 
under the control of the federal gov- 
ernment. These 
resources, such at 


coal deposits of Alaska, water power 
and reservoir sites, should be devel- 
oped under a system by which any 
ebuees of monopoly can be avoided, 
extortion from the consumer prevent- 
ed and just compensation to the public 
obtained." 


Pensions and Other Matters.

True by the Census 


Takers There. 


Washington, July 27.—"Leatherstock- 


Ing" Is verified and Fennimore Cooper 
Is vindicated, and their substantiation 
comes as it should, through the census 
bureau. It is from far-away Alaska, 
but It Is official. This substantiation 
IB found in a report from Chief Census 
Agent McKenzie, telling all about the 
taking of the census in the Fairbanks 
district. 
Mr. McKenzie gives assur- 


ance that the Indians" do measure time 
by the "snows" and "suns" and dis- 
tances by "sleeps." 
Indeed, he as- 


serts that they have no other stand- 
ards of time or of measurement, and 
In relating the fact he cites an instance 
which throws no little light on the dif- 
ficulties of enumerating the red men. 


"Only the very young children, who 


have been educated in the government 
schools," he says, "have any knowl- 
edge of their ages or births, and the 
agents were instructed to use the age 
and birth months as nearly as talk and 
observation would seem correct. Time 
with them Is computed on sun« and 
snows, and distances by sleeps. Mar- 
riages, separations, births and deaths 
are all based upon such calculations, 
and we were obliged to base our in- 
formation in the same way." 


He then gives this instance: 


Had Lived "200 Snows." 


"An Indian buck claimed to have 


lived '200 snows.' After much talk and 
use of the sign language It was deter- 
mined that he was about 80 years old. 
He was found to have been 20 snows 
old when he 'got his first woman;' to 
have kept her '4 snows, when she got 
away;' that he 'got more woman and 
keep her 5 snows and she die;' that he 
'got no woman for 20 snows more," and 
finally that he 'got young chicken and 
keep her all time ever since, now. on, 
25 or 30 snows.' "

healthier by bathing. Their homes are 
fllthy »» » rulo and conducive to the 
diseases with which the Indians are 
most afflicted. 
"They spend tfcelr winters In hunting 


and their summers In fishing. Furs so- 
cured, hides of moose «nd caribou, arc 
brought to the traders anfl' exchanged 
for food and clothing but seldom for 
money. Out of these hides they also 
make moccasins, gloves, mittens and 
other curios which they trade In the 
same way. 
The fish caught. in the 


summer are dried and used for food 
for themselves and their dogs during 
the winter. 
"The Indians have no knowledge of 


their tribal or clan names and are al- 
ways called by their village or locality 
name. The Indians In the vicinity of 
Chandlar river ar« called "Chandlar" 
Indians. The same Is true of the Che- 
na. Salcha, Tanana. Mansfield, Circle 
tribes etc. The missionaries and the 
bureau' of education have determined, 
however, that *11 of the Indians In the 
interior of Alaska are Athabasean- 
Knalokohotana with the exception of 
those in the Koyakuk district which 
are Athabascan-Koyakohotana."

Sleepers on Upper Floors of 


-Coblentz Building Had 


Bad Scare. 


The smoke that was issuing from 


a burning shanty in the rear of their 
building and the flames that were eat- 
ing out the window,.frames of their 
rooms gave sleepers on the second and 
third floors o£ the Coblentz building, at 
the southwest corner of Calhoun and 
Jefferson streets, one of the worst 
scares of their lives about 1:30 o'clock 
this 
morning. They 
were aroused 


from their slumbers \by rescuers and 
pandemonium reigned -for a few min- 
utes, - " 


The fire in itself was small, but a 


very mean one. as the shanty In which 
the flames originated is pocketed in 
between the rears of the Carnahan. 
Coblentz and Michaels buildings at 
that corner and but for the quick work 
of the fire department, the whole block 
might have been wiped out. The fire 
leaped up in such spirited fashion 
t«at the windows of the Coblentz 
building on Calhoun street, and the 
Carnahan building; on Jefferson street. 
were also soon ablaze. 


Those who played the rescue stunt 


are James Cahlll and John Vazenlos. 
The latter had just closed the doors of 
the Greek Candy kitchen when he no- 
ticed the flames and summoning Mr. 
Cahlll from across the street, the two 
ran up stairs and awoke Mrs. Lena 
HoIIis. of the George McCan & Co. 
millinery rooms, and then to the third 
floor, where Arthur and Samuel Vaz- 
enJos, brothers of John, were sleeping. 
Mts. Hollls and Vazenios brothers were 
hurriedly taken out of the building 
with only a. few pieces of clothing on. 
They were soon able to return, how- 
ever, for It required only .a few min- 
utes to extinguish the blaze. 


No estimate can be made of the var- 


ious losses at this time, .because they 
are so widely distributed. Perhaps the 
heaviest loser is G. A. D«hm, who had 
considerable stock stored In the sec- 
ond floor and basement of his build- 
ing. 
Some of the stock was damaged 


by water, other by smoke only. On 
the first floor of the Carnahan build- 
ing on Jefferson 
street, 
the Well 


Brothers store their wool and about 
twenty-five bags Of that was badly 
watered. The lost to that building is 
confined to th« burning of window 
frames.

losses from water. 


Chief Hllbrecht said this morning 


he had not determined the cause ot 
the flr«. Perhaps It was duo to a 
cigar itump being thrown onto the 
shanty from 
the third floor of the 


Coblentz building, where various .fra- 
ternal organizations meet. The shanty 
was used as a paint shop by the the- 
ater people and therefore contained 
considerable Inflammable materials.

POLICE AND FIRE 


In Larger Cities These 


Items Are More Than 


•** 


All Else. 


Washington, July 27.—According to 


figures prepared by the census bureau 
the larger cities of the country pay 
more for schools and for police and 
fire protection and related service than 
on all other accounts and of these two 
items 
the 
payment on account of 


schools is much the larger, the per 
capita expenses for schools being $4.70 
as compared with $2.25 tor police, and 
$1.72 
for fire protection. 


The figures are given out as a part 


of the bureau's report 
covering 
the 


financial operations for cities "dtiring 
the year 1908. 


Cities of More Than 30,000. 


The report covers all cities of more 


than 30.000 population, of which there 
are 158.. The aggregate cost of oper- 
ating all these cities was $404,997,312. 


The report indicates a general in- 


crease in the cost of maintaining city 
governments. 
In 1902 the 
average, 


was $13.36 per capita. By 1908 it had 
advanced to $16.81 per capita. Of the 
total amount more 
than 
one-fourth 


was paid by New York. Philadelphia's 
expenses were only about one-fourth 
as much as those of New York. 


But. large as w»re the figures for 


New York, the people of Boston paid 
more in proportion to population. The 
New England metropolis heads 
the 


list with an expense cost of $27.58 for 
each person. Of the large cities New 
York comes next with 
a 
cost 
of 


$24.71. while "Washington with a cost 
of $24.63 makes a close third. 
, 


Cheap in New Orleans. 


Of the first-class cities. New Orleans 


paid less for city gov-rnment than any 
other, the cost being only $12.75 per 
capita. 
Baltimore, with an expendi- 


ture of $13.34. was a close second. Of 
the cities of the second class, Denver 
stood at the head nnd St. Joseph, Mo. 
at the foot of the list, the figures for 
the Missouri city being only $5.65 per 
person and those of Denver $24.44. 


Salt Lake City paid most per capita 


for schools. $8.18, but Newton; Mass. 
with $8, was a close second. In this 
respect Montgomery. Ala., made the 
lowest expenditure. $1.63 per capita.
